REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a suturing 
device comprising: a housing, the housing having a proximal end, a distal end, a hollow 
body, an opening disposed toward the distal end and into the hosing, and a blade guard 
partially extending over the opening from a proximal end toward a distal end of the 
opening and terminating proximal the distal end of the opening; a stationary suture 
cutting blade positioned on the housing and protruding through the opening and the 
hollow body, the stationary suture cutting blade being disposed beneath the blade 
guard; and in combination with other structural limitations of the independent claims. 
The prior art of Takamoto et al. 7063710 fails to teach a cutting blade protruding 
through and opening and hollow body, nor a blade guard. The combination of 
Takamoto et al. al in view of Ahmad 4848341 fails to fill the deficiencies.
